HE Chriſtians of rhe Roman Catholick Com- 
munion believe norhing as matter of Faith , 
but what the Univerſal Church practiſes, or a 
General Council by its Decrees oblidges to be- 
lieve as ſuch; And ſince neither the Church Ca- 
tholick in diffuſion, or repreſentation praiſes, 

or by Her Cannons enjoyns as matters of Faith, v/z, That its

their Imperial and Royal Laws, and Conſtitutions: How do 
the Italian Princes debate their Temporal Intreſts with Popes 
who ſometimes quarrel with them, 'and defend their Rukac 
Rights by the Sword ? And who more _—} and vigourouſly 
vindicates his Royal prerogative in Temporal concerns againſt 
all che pretentions of Popes, then the French King? And its 
as evident that the Emperour, the Spaniſh and Polonian Princes 
by their municipal Laws affert rheir Imperal and Royal Rights 
againſt all mortals. And as this is the prattife of Catholick 
Princes, fo is it of the particulac Churches within their Domi- 
nions and Teritories,, for they in their Eccleſiaſtical Conyen- 
tions declarethe independency of their abſolute Princes in Tem- 
porals, and that the Church cannot pretend by yertue of the 
power of the Keyes directly, or indirectly to diveſt any abſo- 
tute Prince or Monarch of his Royal Rights and Priviledges: 
Look to the Cannons of the late Gallican National Aſſembly, 
and tothe Univerfities of Rehemes, Caen, Paidtiers, Valence, 
Bordeaux , | Bourges, &c. And to the whole Colledge of Sor- 
bon, condemning Sant7arel/us his propoſitions, viz. That 
the Pope might for Schiſm or Herefie' depofe Princes , and 
exempt Subjects from their Alledgeance; And tho'this Doc- 
trine be charged malicioufly upon the generality of the Je/uirs, 
yet a ptovincial Councel of that Order cauſed publickly to burn 
Mariana his Book for handlirg problematically that ot kill- 
ing Kings , and this Society in all rhe Catholick Territories, 
where they are ſcattred, do generally renounce that Doctrine 
ſo faral to Civil Authority , elfe they ſhould not have fo eaſie 
an acccſs to the Courts of Princes, and find with them ſuch 
kind receptions as they daily do. See

Bur to free this Counſel of 
any: thing that looks like that unhappy Doctrine: Let us no- 
tice firſt, There were preſent at this Convention held at the 
Lateran the Emperours of the Eaſt and Weſt, the Kings of 
England, France, Hungary, Jeruſalem, Cypras, Arragon, 
&c. By-their Ambaſſadors, ſayes Mattheus Pariſienſis, who 
all might-have agreed together to-haye purged: their Territo- 
ries and' Dominions from the Heretical crew of the Walden- 
Jes and  Albigenſes,, ſo that by this compaQt amongſt abſolute 
Princes they might have conſented upon their faileure, if 'not 
concurring to:exterminate the Hereticks, that at the Church- 
es Sentence the guilry ſhould forfeit his Dominion and' Pro- 
perty, andthe: party performing receive it; And this is as 
warrantable as the Convention made by the confederate Princes

Laſtly,.: To ſum up all, upon ſuppoſition that the Counſel 
fo determined ,; that the Cenfure ſhould reach all Dignities of the 
higheſt. Quality { which is morally impoſſible ro think that 
ſuch abſolute powers ſhould. conſent to-their own ruin., ) yer 
Fill it muſt be. conſidered that this Decree did relate only to 
a matter of Diſcipline or Eccleſiaſtick Government, in which 
caſes the Church pretends not to Infallibility, for ſhe alters her 
Goyernment when, inavoidable inconyeniencies appear : For. 
had that Decree ,been of Faith, the. Tridentine: Council had. 
not paſſed it by without a determination , eſpecially ſince be- 
fore the Seſſion of that Synod the Hereticks frequently charg- 
ed this ſcandalous Doctrine upon the Roman Catholick Church: 
Yea had that Zaferan Decree reſpected the higheſt Powers 
without exception, and the Decree being, of Faith., . then how 
could. the whole Uniyerfity at Paris, April 20. 1626. haye 
condemned Sanfarelleus propoſition ? ' Or how could the 
Colledge of Sorvbon together with the Provincial Councel of the.

formation pick or humour have adventured to do ſomethings: 
that ate unaccountable, ſince God hath. given no promiſe of 
an infallible direction to them in all the Inſtances of their Life, 
nor hath any Catholick. of the moſt wild and. roving: Humour: 
dared to plead for their impeccability-in their perſonalor ptincipal 
Actions, that being proper for Angels and the Spirirs of juſt Men 
made perfet: However, fince theſe of the Papal Dignity have the 
Honour of ſo preat: and venerable a: Character as tobe the Chief 
Biſhops of the-Church Catholick, and to be "Temporal Princes 
likewiſe, it were the higheſt indiſcrerion,to put a groſs and ſcanda- 
lous conſtruction upontheir Actions without conſidering what 
were the motives that moved them , 'and meaſures. they uſedina 
matter thar ſeems ſo Offenſive to the World,. and.

From all this then its clear that the Pope in 
his Bull againſt Ezaberh deſigned chiefly che ſetling of the 
righteous Heir, and he looked on E/zzabeth not only as an 
uſurper , but as a Heretical Subject alſo, whom all were to 
avoid, becauſe of her Herefſie, andnot to yeild obedience or 
alledgeanee becauſe of her unjuſt Title; and in all this affair the 
Pope acted nothing againſt the Faith and Doctrine of the Catho- 
lick Church, or the true Properties, Intreſts, and Priycledges, of

ſecuring the Rights and concerns of Monarchs, andſuppreſling
